Marriage 
certificates must bear a 10 cent revenue 
stamp and the people of this county 
have been neglecting this part of the 
law. 
Since July 1 
several 
couples 
have been married in Berrien county 
a?jd not one has been the occasion for 
the sale of a 10 cent stamp. 


County ollicers. lawyers and minis­ 
ters were interviewed by Till-: K vkn- 
1N<; N.KWS on tne subject today and it 
was ascertained that the stamp cannot 
be avoided. 


Prosecuting Attorney Valentine said: 
‘‘The law reads as follow*,:” 


•Certificates of any description re­ 
quired by law not otherwise specified 
in this act, 10 cents.’ T hat certainly 
Betties t he question as to the certifi­ 
cate requiring the internal 
revenue 
stamp and in my opiniou tne person re­ 
sponsible for attaching the stamp is 
theothciating clergyman or magistrate. 
The groom procures the license,- hands 
it to the clergyman or magistrate and 
never sees it again, but it is the clergy­ 
man or magistrate who is required by 
law, subject to a heavy penalty if neg­ 
lected, to certify the marriage to the 
county clerk and it is clear the one on 
whom the duty of makiug the certifi­ 
cate imposed by law, is the one whose 
duty it is to pay for the stam p.’ 


“ What would be the ell'eet on the 
validity of the m arriage?” 


•‘None w hatever.” 
“ W hat would be the effect of not at­ 
taching the stumps?” 


“ First—It subjects the person whose 
duty it is to make the return of mar­ 
riage to a $50 fiue. 


“ Second—It subjects the recording 
officer to a fine of $50 if recorded with­ 
out the proper stamp attached thereto. 


“ Third—It renders the record wholly 
incapable of being used in evidence in 
the state courts to prove the validity of 
the marriage. 


“ In regard to the last effect I would 
say that a marriage can always 
be 
proven by witnesses present at the cer­ 
emony or the officiating clergyman or 
magistrate but I can tell a possible in­ 
stance in which the witnesses may ,be 
dead or unprocurable and some heir 
wishes to prove that he is the legitimate 
successor to some estate, inasmuch as 
the law provides that unless the stamp 
is attached as provided by law, and 
through mistake or 
otherwise 
the 
Btarap was not attached to the certifi­ 
cate of m arriage of his*»father and 
mother or that of his grandparents, he 
m ight be unable to establish his claims 
if the contest arose in the United 
States 
courts. 
The law should be 
strictly complied with by officiating 
clergymen and m agistrates,” 


Judge Van Riper said: “This question 
arose during the civil war. 
I was then 
deputy collector of customs for Cass 
county and was very careful to post my­ 
self as to all these points. The supreme 
court decided in Clemens vs Conrad, 19 
Michigan 170, 
The provisions of the 
act of congress which precluded un­ 
stamped instruments being received in 
evidence had no application to state 
courts and again in Sammons vs Hallo* 
way, 21 Michigan 172 the want of a 
stamp does not effect the force of the 
document as evidence. They practi­ 
cally held that congress would not make 
rules of evidence for suite courts so al- 
though marriage certificates could not 
be used in evidence In United States

Stamp. 


1 lec v*ipts for savings bank deposits, 
withdrawn in whole or in part, may be 
given to a bunk by a depositor and the 
w >v i* revenue >tamp need not b e alii Ned. 


Thi* is the substance of a ruling re­ 
ceived by i levenue Collector Lemon of 
(¡rand Kapids. 
It 
was sought from 
the department' at Washington >evcral 
(.ay«1 ayo, when the Manistee County 
Savings bank wrote to Mr. Lemon anil 
asked if a stamp need be adixed to a 
document which ran as follow.-; 
••lle- 
ceivt-d of the ManUtce County Savings 
bank, one- 
hundred 
dollars.’ 
The 
commissioner replied that Uie paper, 
••not being in form either a bank 
check, draft, certiticate of deposit, not 
drawing interest or order for the pay­ 
ment of any sum of m o n e y ,d id not re­ 
quire the s.amp. 


Along with this was submitted to 
Mr. Lemon another question 
upon 
which he has also received a ruling. 
A lumber company desired to know if 
the order for money given to its em­ 
ployes in payment for labor were to 
receive the stamp. 
The answer is that 
ttiey are. 
The lauguage of the statue 
is, “Order for any sum of m o n ey /’ and 
under this head firms and corporations 
who have been paying by orders will 
have to uilix the stamp or pay the 
penalty.

Washington. July 16.—After an ex­ 
tended conference with the president 
last night, at which three other mem­ 
bers of the cabinet wore present, Sec- 
rtary Alger said: “The sltuati'.n is just 
this: 
The Sijaniards at Sahtiago are 
prepared to surrender, but they want 
to carry their arms. 
We have deter­ 
mined to grant no such ctmccssion, nor 
any concession, except the generosity 
of this government to transport them 
to Spain.” 


Secretary Alger was asked If it was 
not the expectation that when it was 
known that no other terms would be 
granted the surrender would take place, 
and replied that such was the case. In 
any event no other concession would bo 
afforded by this government. 


MuHt lie .Siirrendi'r or Fight. 


It was nearly 1 o’clock when the con­ 
ference at the White House adjourned. 
General Shafter was ordered to be im­ 
mediately instructed to carry out the 
determination of the pre.sident, with 
whom the m atter had been thoroughly 
discussed. Secrteary Alger did not say 
how much time would be allowed the 
enemy to reach a conclusion, but it is 
known 
that the administration 
will 
make it very short and submit to no 
further parley with Cientral Toral. The 
next move is surrender ui’on the terms 
which the United States governnunt 
propose or Immediate attack upon the 
Spanish forces by the army and navy. 


C'orhln Sends the In;iirueliiniN. 


At 1:15 o’clock this morning when Ad­ 
jutant Cioneral Corbin left the war de­ 
partment for his home he was without 
definite information from Genera! Shaf- 
ter concerning the surrender of Santi­ 
ago. 
In accordance with the deelslon 
reached at the conference with the pres­ 
ident he sent Instructltuis to General 
Shafter that nothing but an uncondi­ 
tional surrender by (Jeneral Toral would 
be satisfactory to this govi*rnment. In 
view of Shafter’s last dispatch no fear 
is felt that the negotiations for the sur­ 
render of the forces In Santiago city 
will not bo prosecuted to a successful 
conclusion. General Toral, it Is known, 
at first Insisted that his men should be 
permitted to carry their arms with 
them to Spain. This concession General 
Shafter declined to grant. Later Toral 
modified his |)ropo.saI. 


l>itlleulty in “ D elivering the Goods." 
The unusual delay, which has puzzled 
the war oflicials, Is accounted for by the 
ditlieuliy which General Toral is h av ­ 
ing In surrendering that part of the 
force under his command which Is not 
In the city of Santiago. Genera! Shafter 
estimates th at there are from 12,000 to 
l.'),000 men In Santiago and nearly as 
many more in the province outi^ide the 
city. It Is believed that the delay in the 
negotiations Is made necesnary in oi-der 
to secure the surrender of ihe outlying 
garrli^ons, some of which may question 
Toral’s authority 
to 
surrender them 
without dellnlte Instructions to that ef­ 
fect from Madrid.

When 
Spanish soil 
wat 
reached. This was a condition whlcli' 
had not been anticipated. The authori­ 
ties here did not regaVd it as serious, 
or as likely to overcome a final settle­ 
ment, as it was attributed to the Span­ 
ish sensitiveness against the humilia­ 
tion involved in the laying down of 
their arms. At the same time it was a 
point on which neither side appeared 
to be ready to yield. 
One of the dla- 
ratches from the front, after specifying 
that this difference had arisen, added 
that it was believed a settlement would 
be reached before this day clcs:d. 


General Shafter himself summed up 
the situation by saying: 
"It cannot be 
possible th at there will be failure in 
completing arrangements.” 
No ques­ 
tion whatever has bren raised as to the 
surrender itself. 
Not only has Genera! 
Toral agreed to it. but this agreement 
has been ratified by General Blanco 
at Havana and by the Spanish a u ­ 
thorities at îkladrid. 


NEGOTIATING AT SANTIAGO H E CUllA. 


T oral .Stands O ft'Shafler for Ten Duyn Be* 
lore Ho “Ci>n»es Down." 


Before Santiago de Cuba, July 14. via 
Kingston. 
Jamaica, July 
16.—[Copy­ 
right, 189S. by the A.ssociated Press.] — 
After standing off General Shafter for 
ten days negotiating a surrender. Gen 
Toral was at last brought to terms by 
a peremptory demand that the parleying 
be brought to an end. Toral thereupon 
appointed Robert Mason, British vice 
consul; Colonel Fontaine, Toral’s chief 
of staff, and 
General Esearajao. com­ 
missioners on his part to arrange a 
capitulation. 


General 
Shafter appointed General 
Wheeler. General Lawton and Captain 
Miley to be commissioners on iiis behalf 
to treat with those appointed by Gener­ 
al Toral. He then issued orders to per­ 
mit our 
troops 
to retire 
from 
the 
tronches, but a!)Solutely forbidding any 
one, soldier or civilian, from going into

Washington. July 16.—There was a 
long and anxious wait yesterday to 
hoar further news from the commls- 
Bloners wlio had been charged to malce 
arrangements for the surrender of the 
Spanish army at Santiago. For eighteen 
hours no word came from either Gen­ 
eral Shafter or General Miles, although 
there was the keenest desire on the 
part of the president and cabinet ad- 
vlsers to learn what had been done, 
and particularly to iinow whether the 
actual surrender of Santiago and the 
Spanish troops had been carried out. 
Wlien the cabinet met at U o’clock 
there was positively nothing from the 
front which would serve as a guide for 
the deliberations. 
It was thought the 
cable had been interrupted, but on In­ 
quiry of General Greely he gave as- 
surance 
th it the cable was 
Intact. 
Thereupon Secretary Alger sent a dis­ 
patch asking for the situation up to the 
latest mome t, and particularly Inquir­ 
ing as to how far the surrender had 
proceeded. 


No answer came while the cabinet 
was in session. In the meantime Gen­ 
eral Greely 
ad tabled, and he was the 
first oiiicial o hear from the front. 
A 
dispatch from Lieutenant Jones, mili­ 
tary censor at Playa del Este, reported 
that the message from the secretary of 
war to General .Shafter was only six 
minutes in i-aHsage from Washington to 
Playa. 
The mes^sage received by Gen­ 
eral Greely came at 2:23 p m., and in­ 
dicated that negotiations were yet in 
progress, but as the dispatch was sub­ 
mitted to the president no details were 
given out. 
Toward the middle of the 
afternoon dispatches from General Miles 
and General Shafter l egan to arrive in 
response to Secretary Alger's rather 
imperative 
request. 
They were not 
given out in full, but such portions as 
were made 
public showed 
that the 
negotiationp were still in progress and 
that the Spaniards had raised some 
rather unexpected questloni.

corpora'.ion in the exercise of functiouh 
strictly belonging to them in their or­ 
dinary govermental, taxing or munici­ 
pal capacity.

A HISTORY. 


Struggle and Growth of 
Methodist Church. 


First 


Once Struck by Lightning and 
Bricl(S Sold to Creditors. 


Now the Strongest Church in 
Niles District. 


Less than half a century ago the lit­ 
tle hamlet of Brunson Harbor was in 
its infancy. Modest homes in the midst 
of fruitful orchards and verdant fields 
dotted the landscape here and there 
while the sweet warblings of the merry 
birds were only occasionally disturbed 


satisfy the creditors. Thus all had to 
t)<* repuivhased oefure tt>e socift.y eonld 
reo.utd. 
I-! the Huninier of IST'.’ during 
the pastorate of Uc.-. E. A. vVtiitwam, 
now president of a college in Iowa, the 
present ciiurch edifice was commenced 
and was completed for dedication early 
in the year of 1880. 
A great deal of 
credit and 
honor 
belongs to Rev. 
Whitwam for the enertry which he dis­ 
played and the encouragement which 
he gave to the struggling society, giv­ 
ing even the labor of his hands to help 
on the 
building 
enterprise. After 
many long and hard pulls the society 
was again in a flourishing condition 
and before many years they found it 
necessary to form plans for the enlarge­ 
ment of tne church. 


The 
annex known as the league 
room was built during the pastorate of 
Rev. E. B. Patterson and the church 
was entirely remodeled and the north 
annex added in the summer of 1894, 
during the pastorate of Rev. A. E. 
Craig,, and it is now the largest church 
of the city with a seating capacity for 
1,000 persons. It is modern in every 
re.spect, is well furnished, well lighted, 
having arrangements for both gas and 
electric lights, has good, ventilation

Force was tue tirst pa.-tor sent to this 
people and he held nis »er^'ices in the 
old district school house which stood in 
the southwest corner of the present 
central school grounds. The congrega­ 
tions increased and soon the school 
house could no- longer accommodate 
them. They then removed to the third 
story of the Keynolds block, now known 
as the Kinney block, which was the 
tlrst brick building erected in Benton 
Harbor. 
Here they continued to wor­ 
ship until the completion of the lecture 
room of a new church which was com­ 
menced in the summer of 1809 on the 
site that is still owned and occupied by 
this society. The lecture room was 
I formally opened for services in January 
of 1870 but it was not until the follow­ 
ing summer that the handsome brick 
structure 45x75 feet and two stories 
high was fully compteted and dedi­ 
cated. 


The society flourished and worshiped 
in this church until June 1, 1875, when 
the beautiful ediflce w*as struck by 
lightning and almost totally destroyed. 
Owing to the failure of the peach 
crop there was a general depression 
in business, so that the loss of the 
church property coming at this time 
was a very severe blow to the society, 
but nothing daunted they struggled on 
bravely even in the midst of adverse 
elreumstances, holding services in the 
old Congregational ehurch and also in 
Robbins’ ball. The 
wails 
of 
the 
ehurch were psrtially left standing 
after the ravages of the fire. They 
were then torn down that the bricks 
with other propertjr might be sold to

This church has nut only the distinc­ 
tion of having the largest league on the 
district, but has also the largest Sun­ 
day school and the largest ehurch 
membership, having about Mui» members 
and t)ays $1,000 per year to its pastor 
being the largest salary paid on the 
district. The ladies’ aid society is 
divided into dilVerent circles, eacli un­ 
der its own ctiairman, and all under 
the w’se direction of the president. 
Mrs. S. M. White, andgivesinvaluable 
aid to the work of the ehurch. The 
parsonage which was built on the lot 
adjoining the church in the summer of 
18!».*{, during the pastorate of liev. P. J. 
Maveety, is one of the handsome homes 
of the city, and is said to be the finest 
parsonage in the Michigan conference. 
It is commodious, well built and mod­ 
ern in everv detail and is valued at 
$:i,500. 
Because of the ioiportance of 
this charge only the best ministers are 
sent here and liev. W. P. French, the 
present pastor, is no exception to the 
rule. 
He has been with this people 
nearly three years and has no so great­ 
ly endeared himself to them that it is 
tlieir unanimous desire that he shall be 
returned another year. 
It can truth­ 
fully be said that liev. French is a 
ix»wer in the pulpit and a 
favorite 
among the pews and also with the peo­ 
ple of the whole community. 
Pastor 
and people working thus together har­ 
moniously must 
insure

church. 


Long may Methodism flourish to be 
a blessing and an honor to our city.

Reed, George H, Thompson, 


The first choir of the church w’as or­ 
ganized in 1869, two years after the 
church was organized.

Pi'eapectM for Fall Tr«de At ' Oooil—Hope* 
fill Fncllng: in Iruii. 


New Yorli, JulyIG.—B radstreet’ssays; 
Pending the initiation of new fall busi­ 
ness, preparations for whlcii are a c ­ 
tively under way in ail markets, there 
exists a quiet midsummer condition, ac­ 
companied, however, in most cases, by 
price steadiness and 
confidence 
in 
i 
promising outlooit for fall trade. While 
there seems little reason to expect an y ­ 
thing lil<e the excited foreign buying of 
cereals this year which occurred last 
season, the world's wheat 
crops 
all 
pointing to exceptionally large if not 
record-breaking yields, still the situa­ 
tion of carried-over supplies, visible 
and Invisible, is such as to lead to confi­ 
dence in good general demand for most 
of this country's surplus, though the 
outlook favors a considerable shading 
of prices.

FIGHT oifREVENUE STAMPS. 


ExpreM eum bluo ru in th e Screws on the 
D enver uiul Itl» Grande. 


Chicago, July 16.—The 
Denver 
and 
Rio Grande Express company has been 
furnishing revenue stam ps to its p a ­ 
trons, while the American, Adams and 
United States, members of the so-called 
“express combine,” refuse to do so.

circular has been issued by the combi­ 
nation saying that "there will be no 
through bilMng between Denver and Rio 
Grande and this company after July 1'»,

Art of Making n Mustard Planter. 


To put on a mustard plaster is not at 
all diflicult, but to do it hi tho best: way 
requires some caro and skill, 
in the 
first place, remember never to • givo a 
cold mustaril plaster to a patient. To a 
weak or sensitive per.sou the shock is 
often gi*eat. 
Either mix with very h»)t 
water, or, better still, have a plate put 
where it can get warm while you aro 
mixing. 
Having everything ready at 
hand, mustard, flour and a spoonful of 
molas.sos, with a bit of old muslin or 
linen—an old handkerchief is tho best 
thing for tho purpose. Stir the nmstard 
and flour together first, making the 
pla.ster stronger or weaker with nms­ 
tard as you have been directed. 
Add 
tho mola.*!Scs and then tho water until 
the smooth mass is about as thick as 
porridge or poultice. Spread your cloth 
on tho warm plate, using tho middle 
portion of tho linen and leaving a mar­ 
gin on all side.s, which is to bo folded 
back at tho edges. 
Put a second cloth 
over tho whole, so that the mustard in 
entirely hid between tho two covers and 
keep on tho plate until it is necessary 
to apply tho plaster.—Philadelphia 
Ledger. 


Valae of To«« In Walklna* 


The idea that the lesser toes are neces­ 
sary in walking is generally entertaia- 
ed, and it has been a surpri.se to Euro­ 
pean physicians to learn that amputa­ 
tion of all the lesser toes of both feet 
has been followed by complete recovery 
and tho restonition to usefulness of both 
the feet operated upon. Tho feet healed 
slowly after the operation, but very 
steadily and without unpleasant com­ 
plications. Tho operation was perform­ 
ed, and in a little more than a year and 
a half tho patient «lanced all night and 
experienced no inconvcnience whatever 
on account of having only ono too on 
each foot. She rides a wheel, plays ten­ 
uis and enjoys every sport that girls of 
her ago aro fond of. Tho cau.su of tho 
trouble was originally chilblain.s, which 
was neglected until it produced con 
traction of tho muscles with the most 
intense pain, which was at times so 
severe that sho could not enjoy tho 
necessary amount of sleep. Surgeons are 
of the opinion that a great deal of need 
less suliering is endured w hich niiglit 
bo relieved by extremely simple opera­ 
tions on the feet.—New’ Vork Ledger.
